^ y H E N American gunners put down their barrage for a raid on the Lor- 


raine sector a few day s ago, tho G erm ans ail fled from the front 


trenches. 
When our boy s then went over, they found the trenches de­ 


serted. 
But if they had gone on. they would have found m any more lines 


Of defense in behind. 
In some places the Germans have twenty -sevn lines 


Of trenches, one behind the other. 
So it is osy enough to occupy a few lines of these trenches. 
The 


tro uble begins when the counter-attack comes. 
Then the enemy , knowing 


the exact range of the trenches lost, can put its own drum-fire on this spot. 


Then it becomes as hard for our boy s to hold the trenches as-it was for the 


Germans in the first place. 
A great trouble is that the artillery , in its prelim inary demolition of 


defenses, Is at its best for only four to five miles from its own position be­ 


hind the lines. 
So when it has bitten out a little pieceof enem y line, the 


guns have to be moved up before they can dig in deeper, which takes time. 


Recent dispatches have claimed th a t the American troops would be 


better protected by artillery than any other force now at the front. 
The 


fighting around Cam bral proved th a t It is possible to go way through the 


•nem y ’B zone of defense. 
The real problem , when the artillery work is 


completed, is to get up the guns and reserves of men before the retreating 


foe has time to create new defenses. 
Let us depend on American speed 


and organizing ability to do It.

“While hostile preparations for an 
offensive In the west ore not slacken­ 
ing,” the review say s, "it is becoming 
more evident 
that the enemy will 
launch the offensive only If compelled 
to do so by the exigencies of the gen­ 
eral strategic s it ua ti on ." _____ 
Tho nature of the Information upon 
which the opinion is based Is not dis­ 
closed. 
It Is noted that fresh German 
divisions have arrived on the west­ 
ern front, and the German lines are 
said to be approaching the point in 
density bey ond which it would be Im­ 
possible to go without choking commu­ 
nication 
lines and 
hampering 
free 
movement of reserves. 
Apparently , 
however, this concentration has come 
to be regarded as a defensive, not an 
offensive movement. 
Much of the statement Is devoted to 
the activities of American troops, now 
engaged on five separate fronts, one of 
the sectors ly ing close to the Swiss bor­ 
der. 
The official communique, how­ 
ever, adds nothing to recently publish­ 
ed press reports of the raids and 
trench fighting in which the Americans 
have been Involved.
